IS ALL MADE OUT 


CONDITION OF THE NATIONAL 


TREASURY. 


Fica Made For the Retirement of the 


Greenbacks—He Reviews the Situ, 
ation end Discnsses Maintenance of 
Gold Reserve—Other Facts, Etc., 
as Set Forth. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—Secretary Car­ 
lisle’s annual report on the state of the 
finances, was sent to congress yester­ 
day. 
It shows that the revenues of the 
government from all sources during the 
last fiscal year amounted to $390,373,203. 
The expenditures during the same 
period agregated $433,178,426, leaving 
a deficit for the year of $42,805,223. As 
compared with the fiscal year 1894 the 
receipts for 1895 increased $17,570,705, 
. although there was a decrease of $31,< 


the treasury in its relations to the cur­ 
rency of the country. 
“The purchase of 3,500,000 ounces of 
gold followed, it being in the contract 
that not less than one-half of the gold 
was to be procured abroad, but after a 
large part of the gold had been fur­ 
nished from abroad the secretary, in 
order to prevent disturbance in the 
rates of foreign exchange at a critical 
period, and avoid a condition which 
would force gold exports and conse­ 
quent withdrawals from the treasury, 
acquiesced in a departure from 
the 
literal terms of the contract, that one- 
half of the coin should be procured 
abroad, and accepted deposits of gold 
then held in this country to complete 
the delivery.” 
The beneficial effects of this transac­ 
tion, the secretary says, were felt im­ 
mediately not only in this country, but 
in every other having commercial re­ 
lations with us. 
He goes on: “Our 
past experience with the United States 
notes and treasury notes has clearly 
shown that the policy of attempting 
to retain these obligations of the gov­ 
ernment permanently as a part of our 
circulating medium, and to redeem 
them in coin on presentation and re­ 
issue them after redemption, must be 
abandoned, or that such means must 
be at once provided as will have a ten­ 
dency to facilitate the efforts of the 
secretary to accumulate and maintain 
a coin reserve sufficient in amount to 
keep the public constantly assured of 
the stability of our entire volume of 
currency and of our ability at all times 
to preserve equality in the exchange­ 
able value of its various parts. 
‘The issue of bonds to procure coin 
for the reserve, which is the only ef­ 
fectual method now available under the

purposes must also become permanent,

of arms to be determined wholly by 
the Paris'award. A careful count of all 
the seals on the islands last year makes 
the number a little over 200,000, a de­ 
crease of over one-half since 1891. 
The secretary devotes a large share 
of his report to a discussion of the con 
dltions of the treasury and the cur­ 
rency, in the course of which he makes 
an exhaustive argument in favor for 
the retirement of the greenbacks. 
“The cash balance in the treasury on 
the 1st day of December, 1895,” he says, 
“ was $177,406,386, being $98,072,420 in 
excess of the actual gold reserve on that 
day, and $77,406,386 in excess of any 
sum that it would be necessary to use 
for replenishing that fund in case the 
secretary should at any time be unable 
to exchange currency for gold. 
“There is, therefore, no reason to 
doubt the ability of the government to 
discharge all its current obligations 
'during the present fiscal year, and have 
& large cash balance at its close, with­ 
out imposing additional taxation in any 
form upon the people, hut I adhere to 
the opinion, heretofore expressed, that 
the secretary of the treasury ought al­ 
ways to have authority to issue and sell, 
or use In the payment of expenses, 
short-time bonds, bearing a low rate 
of interest, to supply casual deficiencies 
In the revenue. 
“With a complete return to the nor­ 
mal business conditions of the coun­ 
try and a proper legislative and exec­ 
utive supervision over expenditures, the 
revenue laws now in force will in my 
opinion yield ample means for the sup­ 
port of the public service upon the 
basis now established; and upon the as­ 
sumption, which seems to be justified, 
that the progress now being made 
toward the restoration of our usual 
state of prosperity will continue with­ 
out serious interruption. It is esti­ 
mated that there will be a surplus of 
nearly $7,000,000 during the fiscal year 
1897. 
“ During the fiscal year 1894 and ’95 
the ordinary expenditures of the gov­ 
ernment have been decreased $27,282,- 
<56.20, as compared with the fiscal year 
1893, and it is believed that, with the 
co-operation of congress, further re­ 
ductions can be made in the future 
without impairing the efficiency of the 
public service. 
“The large withdrawals of gold in 
December, 1894, and in January and the 
early part of February, 1895, were due 
almost entirely to a feeling of appre­ 
hension in the public mind, which in- 


4?reased in intensity from day to day un­ 
til it nearly reached the proportions of 
a panic, and it was evident to all who 
w ere familiar with the situation that, 
unless ‘effectual steps were promptly 
taken to check the growing distrust, 
the government would be compelled 
within a few days to suspend gold pay­ 
ment and drop to a depreciated silver- 
and-paper standard. More than $43,-

conferred upon the secretary as will 
enable him to execute the laws relating 
to these subjects with the least possible 
disturbance of the business affairs of 
the people and the least possible charge 
upon the treasury. 
I am thoroughly convinced that this 
policy ought not to be continued, but 
that the United States and treasury 
notes should be retired from circulation 
at the earliest practicable day and that 
the government should be wholly re­ 
lieved from the responsibility of pro­ 
viding a credit currency for the people. 
If our legal-tender notes were re­ 
tired there Is abundant reason to be­ 
lieve that a very large amount of gold 
which has been excluded from the coun­ 
try by the excessive use of silver and 
paper in our circulation would promptly 
return to take its place in our currency 
and constitute a permanent part of our 
medium of exchange. The retirement 
and cancellation of the legal-tender 
notes would not necessarily produce 
any contraction of the circulation; and 
if such result should follow and con­ 
tinue for any considerable period it 
would be a demonstration of the fact 
that the volume of currency previously 
existing was not needed In the business 
of the people, for whenever the volume 
is reduced below the actual require­ 
ments of trade the deficiency will be 
supplied either from abroad 
in ex­ 
change for our products and securities, 
or by the banks at home. or both. 
Long adherence to a false system has 
to a great extent undermined our na­ 
tional credit, so far as it is related to 
the maintenance of a sound currency, 
and it must be reconstructed, not mere­ 
ly propped up by frail and temporary 
supports. There is but one safe and 
effectual way to protect our treasury 
and that is to retire and cancel the 
notes which constitute the only means 
through which the withdrawals can be 
made. 
Many partial and temporary 
remedies may be suggested and urged 
with more or less plausibility, hut this 
is the only one that will certainly re­ 
move the real cause of our troubles 
and give assurance of permanent pro­ 
tection against their recurrence in the 
future. 
“This can be most successfully and 
economically accomplished by author 
izing the secretary of the treasury to 
issue from time to time bonds payable 
in gold, bearing interest at a rate not 
exceeding 3 per cent per annum, and 


Short Monday Session—Senator 
Talks for Sllter. 
Washington, Dec. 17.—The senate was 
in session about two hours yesterday, 
half of that time being given to Mr. 
Stewart of Nevada, in a vigorous as­ 
sault on the gold “combine.” He urged 
that the great depreciation of silver 
gave to the cheap labor of Asia a tre­ 
mendous advantage in competing with 
the domestic products of the American 
market. Japan, in particular, he said, 
was profiting by this difference of 50 
per cent between our money and that of 
Japan, and Japanese merchants were 
today underselling our home producers 
in many lines of goods. Senator Car­ 
ter of Montana introduced a hill au­ 
thorizing the Pacific Cable company, a 
corporation organized under the laws of 
New York, to build a submarine cable 
from some point on the Pacific coast 
to the Hawaiian Islands and Japan.

Accused of Nepotism In Connection with 
the Allotm ent of Lands. 
Washington, Dec. 16.—The first serf 
ous passage at arms occurred in the 
house yesterday 
when 
Mr. 
Flynn 
(rep.), of Oklahoma, asked unanimous 
consent for the consideration of a reso­ 
lution calling upon the secretary of the 
interior to inform the house the rea­ 
sons for the delay in the appointment 
of the allotting agents to allot lands to 
the W ichita Indians, and whether any 
of the blood connections of the secre­ 
tary of the interior were interested in 
delaying the openings of those lands 
to settlement. Mr. McMillin (dem.), of 
Tennessee, thought the resolution was 
not drawn in the usual form. 
Mr, Flynn made a brief explanation 
of the purport of the resolution. 
He 
declared that the allotting agents re­ 
quired by law to be appointed had not 
been appointed. 
“It is a well-known fact,” said he, 
that Hoke Smith has a lot of relations 
who are profiting by the delay in this 
matter. They are acting as attorneys 
for the Indians.” 
His attack on the secretary of the in­ 
terior was bitter. He said among other 
things thai he had seen a contract by 
which a man was to receive $2,700 if 
he could prevent Secretary Smith from 
ratifying an agreement. The resolution 
was finally adopted without division. 
Mr. Cannon (rep.), of Illinois, offered 
a resolution for the consideration to­ 
day of the amendments to the rules 
for the increase of the leading com­ 
mittees from fifteen to seventeen (the 
number in the last house) and for the 
creation of an additional committee on 
elections. The resolution was adopted

Aft­ 
er a short stay the governor continued 
upon his trip, but not before having 
called over to a German engineer who 
had taken a snap shot of the brilliant 
company across the brook, to send him 
a copy of a picture made in Germany, 
taking in a Russian governor and his 
staff, with an Austrian landscape as the 
background.
